On ►Sunday afterno o n between o ne 
and two o 'clo ck th is city was visited 
by th e mo st disastro us tire th at h as 
o ccurred h ere fo r several y ears. 
Asa 
result o f th e fine Sleeper o pera h o use 
h as been reduced to ash es, wh ile Co n 
O’Brien’s do uble sto re building ad­ 
jo ining was almo st eutirely co nsumed 
to geth er with a po rtio n o f h is large 
sto ck. 
Th e tire was disco vered in th e 
rear o f th e o pera h o use abo ut h alf 
past o ne, and th e alarm was given irn 
mediately . 
Th e fire department re­ 
spo nded pro mptly , but th e 
blaze 
spread with such rapidity amo ng th e 
h igh ly inf! aniiiiable materials o n th e 
Htagy , th at befo re a stream o f water 
co uld be go tten o n th e tire, th e entire 
stage end o f th e large building was 
amass o f crackling, ro ari.ig flumes, 
entirely bey o nd th e co ntro l o f a lnrge 
city department. 
No th ing, wh atever 
was go tten o ut o f th e o nera h o use, 
ex cept so me sleigh s th at were sto red 
in th e fro nt ro o ms o f th e seco nd sto ry 
and th e instruments, music and o th er 
pro perty o f th e city band fro m o ne o f 
th e ro o ms o ccupied by th e band as a 
practice ro o m. It was o nly a few mo ­ 
ments until th e flames h ad co mpletely 
envelo ped th e h uge building. 
Th e 
wind was blo wing 
fro m th e no rth , 
wh ich carried th e flames in h uge 
masses directly o ver Co n. O'Brien’s 
large sto re bunding standing a few 
feet to th e so uth . 
It was at first sup­ 
po sed th at th is building co uld be sav­ 
ed, and no effo rt was made to remo ve 
Mr. O’Brien’s large sto ck, but it 
was so o n fo und th at because o f th e 
stro ng no rth wind th ese buildings, 
to o , were do o med, and th e remo val o f 
th e sto ck was begun. 
Nearly every 
th ing was go tten o ut, but mo st o f it 
iu a damaged co nditio n. 
Th e flames 
leaping fro m tin» o pera h o use, first 
caugh t th e ro o f o f Mr. O’Brien’s sto re 
and iu spite o f several streams o f 
water, succeeded in eating th eir way 
do wnward until th e building was 
practically destro y ed. 
Th e building 
standing to th e no rth o f th e o pera 
h o use, o ccupied by Mrs. Th evio t’s 
millinery sto re was several times o n 
tire and it was th o ugh t th at it wo uld 
surely be destro y ed, but each time 
th e flames were ex tinguish ed. Every ­ 
th ing was remo ved fro m th is build­ 
ing befo re it h ad caugh t at all. 
Th e 
fact th at th e wind blew fro m th e no rth 
carry ing th e flames away fro m th is 
building, is all th at saved it. Th e two 
small 
residence 
pro perties in th e 
rear o f th e o pera h o use h ad very nar­ 
ro w escapes, and it was o nly by th e 
h ardest wo rk th at th ey were saved at 
all. 
Th e destructio n o f th e o pera h o use 
was a sad blo w to th eatre go ers and 
all public spirited citizens o f th e city , 
as it unquestio nably was th e best and 
largest audito rium in Minneso ta no rth 
o f th e Twin Cities and west o f Duluth . 
It was undo ubtedly to o pretentio us 
fo r Brainerd and h as never paid run­ 
ning ex penses and interest and tax es, 
h ence a h o use o f th is kind will pro b­ 
ably no t be rebuilt again in th e near 
future. Sleeper o pera h o use was built 
in 1883, by a sto ck co mpany h eaded 
by th e late Judge Sleeper, o ne o f th e 
mo st enterprising citizens Brainerd 
h as ever h ad. 
Latter th e judge ac­ 
quired full co ntro l and it was a part 
o f h is estate wh en h o died so me y ears 
since, and h as been o wned by th e es­ 
tate ever since. 
It co st abo ut $‘20,000 
wh en built and was insured fo r $7000. 
Th e lo ss o f Mr. O'Brien will be quite 
h eavy . 
Th e building was insured fo r 
$1200 and was wo rth $3000. 
M r 
O’Brien’s sto ck wh ich lie h ad just in­ 
vo iced, amo unted to o ver $10,000, and 
th e lo ss and damage will amo unt to 
pro bably 50 per cent. 
Teams were 
secured by Mr. O’Brien and th e go o ds 
were h auled into J. S. Gardner's sto re 
ro o m o n Six th street as fast as po ssi­ 
ble. Th e lo ss will undo ubtedly be 
greater th an th e insurance wh ich was 


$2000. 
In th e seco nd Rto ry o f O’Brien’s 
sto re resided P. D.O'Brien and family 
Mr.and Mrs. «J. E. Bussell and Jo seph 
Millo r and family , th ere being no in­ 


surance o n th eir h o useh o ld go o ds 
wh ich were co nsiderably damaged by 
remo val and much o f it destro y ed.

No so o ner h ad t’ae flames subsided 
th an Mr. O'Brien began arrangements 
fo r th e co nstructio n o f a new build­ 
ing o n th e site o f th e o ne destro y ed 
and Wh ite A Wh ite h ave drawn plans 
fo r th e new structure. 
It is to be a 
o ne sto ry building 18x 81 with 10 fo o t 
ceiling, o f so lid brick with Htvel ro o f 
and plate glsss fro nt, and will be 
equipped with steam h* nt and mo dem 
appliances. 
Mr, O’Brien h as been 
co ntinuing h is business just, th e same 
as th o ugh th e big fire h ad no t o ccur­ 
red 
In th e meantime be Iihh rented 
th e new sto re building o f A. P. Far­ 
rar at th e co rner o f Six th and Enure) 
streets and h as mo ved into it wh ere 
h is business will be carried o n until 
h is new business blo ck is co mpleted.

T h e County Poor Farm. 
Th e annual repo rt o f th e superin­ 
tendent o f th e co unty po o r farm will 
be fo und in th is issue o f th e Dis­ 


p at c h and it sh o uld be t h e business 
o fevery jtax pay er to lo o k it, o ver care­ 
fully . 
Fo r so me y ears past co nsiderable 
adverse criticism h as been directed 
to ward th is co unty institutio n in re­ 
ference to its maintenance anil th e 
feeling h as gained co nsiderable h ead­ 
way th at th o co unty h ad an ex pensive 
lux ury o n its h ands, in fact th at th e 
po o r farm was a wh ite eleph ant and 
th at it co uld be dispensed with and 
th e co unty po o r taken care o f at a 
much lesH ex pense th an was being in­ 
curred by o perating th e farm. 
A 
careful study o f th e figures in th e re­ 
po rt is sufficient to co nvince th e mo st 
skeptica1 th at it is a co unty safe guard 
and a saving to th e tax pay ers o f at 
lo ai-t a th o usand do llars each y ear. 
During 189 7 it will be fo und th at 
th ere h as been twenty -six inmates 
taken cure o f at th e farm, many o f 
wh o m were sick and maimed and wh o 
required such care as wo uld necessar­ 
ily cause th e co unty ex tra ex pense 
were th ese co unty ch arges cared fo r 
in any o th er manner. 
Th e ex penses 
o f earring fo r th ese twenty -six inmates 
aggregating 2402 day s, 
including 
necessary clo th ing, wash ing, mend­ 
ing, drugs, etc., o n a basis o f 50 cents 
per day , wh ich is a very co nservative 
rate and wh ich pro bably co uld no t be 
duplicated co nsidering th e class o f 
peo ple, wo uld be $1201. Th e ex pense 
acco unt fo r th e y ear acco rding to th e 
audito r’s statement is $1407.09 . 
As an o ffset o r credit acco unt th e 
farm h as returned in cash to th e treas­ 
urer, permanent impro vements ant 
pro duce so ld iu trade th e sum o f $1,- 
079 .77 leaving as an actual ex pense fo r 
th e maintenance o f th e farm th e small 
sum o f $387.32, o r an ex pense o f 16£ 
cents per day fo r each inmate, o r a 
saving o f 33J cents per day per inmate 
wh ich in th e aggregate fo r th e y ear 
wo uld amo unt to $813.08. In o th er 
wo rds th e po o r farm saves th e tax 
pay ers nearly a th o usand do llars a 
y ear even in its present co nditio n and 
under circumstances th at h ave no t 
been alto geth er favo rable. 
A fairly liberal po licy o n th e part o f 
th e co unty to ward impro ving in th e 
way o f drainage and clearing will 
make th e farm self suppo rting and 
able to care fo r do uble th e number o f 
inmates, and th e ex pense need no t be 
large. 
Wh ile adverse criticism h as 
and alway s will bo directed to ward 
public institutio ns o f th is kind th e 
co mmissio ners will find th at a majo r­ 
ity o f th eir co nstituents will uph o ld 
th em in any needed, careful ex pendi­ 
ture wh ich iu th e end will make o ne 
o f th e best institutio ns o f th e kind in 
th e state. 


Th e St. Faul Glo be makes th e 
statement th at th e burning o f th e 
o pera h o use in th is city may make it 
necessary to ch ange th e place o f th e 
nex t meeting o f th e state A. O. II. 
co nventio n to so me o th er city . 
Th e 
fact o f th e matter is th at th e o pera 
h o use fire will in no wise affect th e 
meeting h ere nex t June, as it was 
no t intended to use th at building fo r 
th e co nventio n. 
Gardner Hall h as a 
seating capacity o f 8<K), and it will 
acco mmo date any 
co nventio n th at 
will co me to th is city . 
Th e idea th at 
Brainerd h as no t plenty o f h all ro o m 
is entirely erro neo us, as we are pro b­ 
ably better equipped in th at direc­ 
tio n th an any city in th e no rth west.

It, was no t necessary th at o ne 
wh o h ad signed such petitio n, but 
wish ed to with draw h is name sh o uld 
appear in perso n befo re th e co m­ 
missio n. 
It was sufli jient, if, befo re 
th e co mmissio n h ad acted o n th e pe­ 
titio n h e co mmunicated to th em in 
writing, so auth enticated as to sh o w 
itH genuineness, th e fact th at h e was 
no t in favo r o f th e pro po sed ch ange 
and wish ed h is name with drawn and 
no t co unted in favo r o f th e ch ange. 
A co mmunicatio n to th e effect th at 
h e did no t understand th e nature o f 
th e petitio n wh en h e signed it, th at h e 
was o ppo sed to th e ch ange and “h ere 
by asks fo r an o ppo rtunity to strike 
h is name fro m saul petitio n,” issutli- 
cient with drawal. 
A writ o f o uster 
is o rdered.

THE WORST FIRE IN YEARS. 


On Sunday afternoon between one 
and two o’clock this city was visited 
ly the most disastrous fire that has 
occurred here for several years. As a 
result of the flue Bleeper opera house 
las been reduced to ashes, while Con 
O’Brien’s double store building ad­ 
orning was almost entirely consumed 
together with a portion of his large 
stock. The fire was discovered in the 
rear of the opera house about half 
jasfc one, and the alarm was giveD im­ 
mediately. The fire department re­ 
sponded promptly, but the blaze 
spread with such rapidity among the 
lighly inflammable materials on the 
stage, that before a stream of water 
could be gotten on the fire, the entire 
stage end of the large building was 
amass of crackling, roariug flames, 
entirely beyond the control of a large 
city department. Nothing, whatever 
was gotten out of the opera house, 
except some sleighs that were stored 
in the front rooms of the second story 
and the instruments, music and other 
property of the city band from one of 
the rooms occupied by the band as a 
practice room. It was only a few mo­ 
ments until the flames had completely 
enveloped the huge building. 
The 
wind was blowing from the north, 
which carried the flames in huge 
masses directly over Con. O’Brien’s 
large store building standing a few 
feet to the south. It was at first sup­ 
posed that this building could be sav 
ed, and no effort was made to remove 
Mr. O’Brien’s large stock, but it 
was soon found that because of the 
strong Dorth wind these buildings, 
too, were doomed, and the removal of 
the stock was beguu. Nearly every 
thing was gotten out, but most of it 
in a damaged condition. The flame: 
leaping from the opera house, first 
caught the roof of Mr. O’Brien’s store 
and in spite of several streams of 
water, succeeded in eating their way 
downward until the building was 
practically destroyed. The building 
standing to the north of the opera 
house, occupied by Mrs. Theviot’s 
millinery store was several times on 
fire and it was thought that it would 
surely be destroyed, but each time 
the flames were extinguished. Every­ 
thing was removed from this build­ 
ing before it bad caught at all. The 
fact that the wind blew from the north 
carrying the {lames away from this 
building, is all that saved it. The two 
small residence properties in the 
rear of the opera house had very nar­ 
row escapes, aud it was only by the 
hardest work that they were saved at 
all. 
The destruction of the opera house 
was a sad blow to theatre goers and 
all public spirited citizens of the oity, 
as it unquestionably was the best and 
largest auditorium in Minnesota north 
of the Twin Cities and west of Duluth. 
It was undoubtedly too pretentious 
for Brainerd and has never paid run­ 
ning expenses and interest and taxes, 
hence a house of this kind will prob­ 
ably not be rebuilt again in the near 
future. Sleeper opera house was built 
in 1883, by a stock company headed 
by the late Judge Sleeper, one of the 
most enterprising citizens Brainerd 
has ever had. 
Latter the judge ac 
quired full control and it was a part 
of his estate when ho died some years 
since, and has been owned by the es­ 
tate ever since. It cost about $20,000 
when built aud Wuk insured for $7000. 
The loss of Mr. O’Brien will be quite 
heavy. The building was insured for 
$1200 and was worth $3000, Mr 
O’Brien’s stock which he had just in­ 
voiced, amounted to over $10,000, aud 
the I OSS and damage will amount to 
probably 50 per cent. Teams were 
secured by Mr. O’Brien and the goods 
were hauled into J. S. Gardner’s store 
room on Sixth street as fast as possi­ 
ble. The loss will undoubtedly be 
greater than the insurance which was 
$2000. 
In the second story of O’Brien’s 
store resided P. D.O’Brien and family

Crow Wing County Loses. 
The supreme court yesterday hand­ 
ed down a decision to the effect that 
Crow Wing county must give up the 
townships taken from Cass county in 
1893. The decision reads: 
Held, That it appears that there 
was no competent evidence before the 
commission to sustain their finding; 
that the petition presented to them 
was signed by 55 per cent of the 
actual residents and legal voters for 
the territory proposed to be taken 
from Cass county and attached to 
Crow Wing county, “as shown by the 
returns of the last preceding general 
election.” 
Also, that it appears from the evi­ 
dence before this court that the act­ 
ual facts did not sustain such find­ 
ing. 
It was not necessary that one 
who had signed such petition, but 
wished to withdraw his name should 
appear in person before the com­ 
mission. It was sufficient, if, before 
the commission had acted on the pe­ 
tition he communicated to them in 
writing, so authenticated as to show 
its genuineness, the fact that he was 
not in favor of the proposed change 
aud wished his name withdrawn and 
not counted in favor of the change.

Miller to have 
moved after receiving the fatal shot. 
The letters tend to prove* a double sui- 
elde, but the revolver by the girl’s hand 
cannot be accounted for except by tlu* 
theory that she died after her lover.

quiet. 
In response to numerous calls 
R. M. Toothe xvas pushed forward to 
the platform on which the speakers 
stood. 
As he reached it there xvas an 
ominous crackling and the raised plat­ 
form on which the mayor and newly 
elected aldermen xvere seated, seemed 
to pitch forward to the floor. 
There 
was a sagging of timbers and the next 
moment 150 people were hurled txventy 
foot to the floor below. 
A beam run­ 
ning twenty feet along the center of 
the hall had gix'en xvqy and the crowd­ 
ed mass standing above that section of 
tho floor xvas thrown in a heap to the 
bottom. A large safe stood in one cor­ 
ner of the hall, and, xvith a huge steam 
coil, weighing half a tori, came crash­ 
ing doxvn on the heads of the victims. 
Following the crash there was a wild 
rush for the doors. 
At the south door, 
where tho majority of the crowd had 
entered, there 
xvas 
a terrible panic. 
Those in front xvere thrown doxvn by 
tho on-coming rush, shrieking and 
fighting for the door and safety. Only 
one-half of the rear door, a space of 
probably three feet, xvas open, and in 
the mad rush no one thought to open 
the door in its entirety, and 500 peo­ 
ple 
struggled 
through 
the narrow 
space, the strong 
bearing down tho 
weaker. 
Within a moment after the 
floor had fallen in there xvere not more 
than three persons in the hall on that 
portion of the floor which had fallen.

The crowd in Morgantown at 
the 
opening of the Sevier trial was the 
largest which had ever assembled in 
North Carolina, or, for that matter, 
In the entire country south of the Po­ 
tomac.

over the hills to hear what the "hero 
of King’s mountain,” who gloried in

The high court did not open 
until IO o’clock, and long before that 
hour both the court house and 
the 
square around it were crowded with

It is the business 
of the adjuster to take a new watch nnd 
carefully go over all its parts, fitting 
them together so that the watch may 
he regulated to keep time accurately to 
the fraction of a minute a month. Reg­ 
ulating is a very different process from 
adjusting and much simpler. A watch 
that cannot be regulated so as to keep 
accurate time may need the hand of the 
adjuster,

adjusted. 
There 
are 
watch adjusters in New York working 
on their own account nnd earning very 
comfortable incomes. 
To the adjuster

watch. 
Ho knows its constitution aa 
a physician knows that of an old pa­ 
tient. He can say what tho watch needs 
after an accident, nnd can advise aa to 
whether it is worth adjusting.

Perhaps the most highly skilled and 
best paid men In the watchmaking 
business are the watch adjusters. One 
adjuster in a great factory used to re­ 
ceive $10,000 a year. Tho adjuster's 
work is one of the important elements 
of cost In the making of a flno watch, 
and a $10,000 adjuster should be com­ 
petent to perfect any watch,whatever 
Its delicacy and cost. It is the business 
of the adjuster to take a new watch and 
carefully go over all Its parts, fitting 
them together so that the watch may 
lie regulated to keep time accurately to 
the fraction of a minute a month. Reg­ 
ulating is a very different process from 
adjusting and much simpler. A watch 
that cannot be regulated so as to keep 
accurate time may need tho hand of the 
adjuster, 
and If 
it is 
valuable 
the 
owner 
will 
be 
advised 
to 
have 
it 
adjusted. 
There 
are 
watch adjusters in New York working 
on their own account and earning very 
comfortable incomes. To the adjuster 
every watch that comes under his 
hands gets to have a character of its 
own. He knows every wheel and screw 
and spindle that help to constitute the 
watch. IIo knows Ps constitution aa 
a physician knows that of an old pa­ 
tient. He can say what tho watch needs 
after an accident, end can advise as to 
whether it Is worth adjusting. No new 
watch can be depended upon until It

A DISASTROUS FIRE! 


Sleeper Opera House Totally Destroyed 


by Devouring Flames. 


Con. O’Brien's General Store Also Falls a 


Victim to the Fire Fiend. 


T H E WORST FIRE IN YEARS. 


On Sunday afternoon between one 
and two o’clock this city was visited 
by the most disastrous tire that has 
occurred here for several years. 
As a 
result of the hue Sleeper opera house 
has been reduced to ashes, while Con 
O’Brien’s double store building ad­ 
joining was almost eutirely consumed 
together with a portion of his large 
stock. 
The lire was discovered in the 
rear of the opera house about half 
past one, aud the alarm was giveD im­ 
mediately. 
The fire department re­ 
sponded promptly, but the blaze 
spread with such rapidity among the 
highly inflammable materials on the 
stagy, that before a stream of water 
could be gotten on the fire, the entire 
stage end of the large building was 
am ass of crackling, roarhig flames, 
eutirely beyond the control of a large 
city department. 
Nothing, whatever 
was gotten out of the opera house, 
except some sleighs that were stored 
in the front rooms of the second story 
aud the instruments, music and other 
property of the city band from one of 
the rooms occupied by the band uh a 
practice room. It was only a few mo­ 
ments until the flames had completely 
enveloped the huge building. 
The 
wind was blowing 
from the north, 
which carried the flames in huge 
masses directly over Con. O’Brien’s 
large store building standing a few 
feet to the south. 
It was at first sup­ 
posed that this building could be sav­ 
ed, and no etTort was made to remove 
Mr. O’Brien’s large stock, but it 
wtis soon found that because of the 
strong north wind these buildings, 
too, were doomed, and the removal of 
the stock was begun. 
Nearly every 
thing was gotten out, but most of it 
in a damaged condition. 
The flames 
leaping from the opera house, first 
caught the roof of Mr. O’Brien’s store 
aud in spite of several streams of 
water, succeeded in eating their way 
downward until the building was 
practically destroyed. 
The building 
standing to rho north of the opera 
house, occupied by Mrs. Theviot’s 
millinery store was several times on 
fire and it was thought that it would 
surely be destroyed, but each time 
the flames were extinguished. Every­ 
thing was removed from this build­ 
ing before it had caught at all. 
The 
fact that the wind blew from the north 
carrying the flames away from this 
building, is all that saved it. The two 
small 
residence 
properties in the 
rear of the opera house had very nar­ 
row escapes, aud it was only by the 
hardest work that they were saved at 
all. 
The destruction of the opera house 
was a sad blow to theatre goers and 
all public spirited citizens of the city, 
as it unquestionably was the best and 
largest auditorium iu Minnesota uorth 
of the Twin Cities and west of Duluth. 
It was undoubtedly too pretentious 
for Brainerd and has never paid run­ 
ning expenses and interest and taxes, 
hence a house of this kind will prob­ 
ably not be rebuilt again iu the near 
future. Sleeper opera house was built 
iu 1883, by a stock company headed 
by the late Judge Sleeper, one of the 
most enterprising citizens Brainerd 
has ever had. 
Latter the judge ac­ 
quired full control and it was a part 
of his estate when ho died some years 
since, and has been owned by the es­ 
tate ever since. 
It cost about §20,000 
when built and was insured for §7000. 
The loss of Mr. O'Brien will be quite 
heavy. 
The building was insured for 
§1200 and was worth §3000. 
M r 
O’Brien’s stock which he had just in­ 
voiced, amounted to over §10,000, and 
the loss and damage will amount to 
probably 50 per cent. 
Teams were 
secured by Mr. O’Brien and the goods 
were hauled into J. S. Gardner’s store 
room on Sixth street as fast as possi­ 
ble. 
The loss will undoubtedly be 
greater than the insurance which was 
§2000. 
In the second story of O’Brien’s 
store resided P. D.O’Brien and family 
Mr. and Mrs. J. E. Bussell and Joseph 
Miller and family, there being no in­ 


surance on their household goods 
which were considerably damaged by 
removal and much of it destroyed. 


MR. O’BRIEN 
W IL L 
REBUILD. 
No sooner had t’ae flames subsided 
than Mr. O’Brien began arrangements 
for the construction of a new build­ 
ing on the site of the one destroyed 
and White & White have drawn plans 
for the new structure. 
It is to be a 
one story building 18x84 with lfi foot 
ceiling, of solid brick with steel roof 
aud plate glass front, and will be 
equipped with steam h< at and modem 
appliances. 
Mr, O’Brien has been 
continuing his business just- the same 
as though the big fire had not occur­ 
red. 
In the meantime he has rented 
the new store building of A. P. Far­ 
rar at the corner of Sixth and Laurel 
streets and has moved into it where 
his business will be carried on until 
his new business block is completed. 


The County Poor Farm. 
The annual report of the superin­ 
tendent of the county poor farm will 
he found in this issue of the D i s ­ 


p a t c h and it should be the business 
of everyjtax payer to look it over care­ 
fully. 
For some years past considerable 
adverse criticism has been directed 
toward this county institution in re­ 
ference to its maintenance and the 
feeling has gained considerable head­ 
way that the county had an expensive 
luxury on its hands, in fact that the 
poor farm was a white elephant and 
that it could bo dispensed with and 
the county poor taken care of at a 
much less expense than was being in­ 
curred by operating the farm. 
A 
careful study of the figures in the re­ 
port is sufficient to convince the most 
skeptica1 that it is a county safe guard 
and a saving to the taxpayors of at 
least a thousand dollars oach year. 
During 1897 it. will be found that 
thero has been twenty-six inmates 
taken care of at the farm, many of 
whom were sick and maimed aud who 
required such care as would necessar­ 
ily cause the county extra expense 
were these county charges cared for 
in any other manner. 
The expenses 
of earring for these twenty-six inmates 
aggregating 2402 days, 
including 
necessary clothing, washing, mend­ 
ing, drugs, etc., on a basis of 50 cents 
per day, which is a very conservative 
rate and which probably could not be 
duplicated considering the class of 
people, would be §1201. The expense 
account for the year according to the 
auditor’s statement is §1467.09. 
As an offset or credit account the 
farm has returned in cash to the treas­ 
urer, permanent improvements and 
produce sold iu trade the sum of §1,- 
079.77 leaving as an actual expense for 
the maintenance of the farm the small 
sum of §387.32, or an expense of 16J 
cents per day for each inmate, or a 
saving of 331 cents per day per inmate 
which in the aggregate for the year 
would amount to §813.68. In other 
words the poor farm saves the tax 
payers nearly a thousand dollars a 
year even in its present condition and 
under circumstances that have not 
been altogether favorable. 
A fairly liberal policy on the part of 
the county toward improving in the 
way of drainiige and clearing will 
make the farm self supporting aud 
able to care for double the number of 
inmates, and the expense need not be 
large. 
While adverse criticism has 
and always will be directed toward 
public institutions of this kind the 
commissioners will find that a major­ 
ity of their constituents will uphold 
them in any needed, careful expendi­ 
ture which in the end will make one 
of the best institutions of the kind in 
the state. 


The St. Paul Globe makes the 
statement that the burning of the 
opera house iu this city may make it 
necessary to change the place of the 
next meeting of the state A. O. 11. 
convention to some other city. 
The 
fact of the matter is that the opera 
house fire will in no wise affect the 
meeting here next June, as it was 
not intended to use that builditg for 
the convention. 
Gardner Hall has a 
seating capacity of 8<K), and it will 
accommodate any 
convention that 
will come to this city. 
The idea that 
Brainerd has not plenty of hall room 
is entirely erroneous, as we are prob­ 
ably better equipped in that airec- 
tion than any city in the northwest.

Crow Wing County Loees. 
The supreme court yesterday hand­ 
ed down a decision to t he effect that 
Crow Wing county must give up the 
townships taken from (’ass county in 
1893. 
The decision reads: 
Held, That it appears that thero 
was no competent evidence before the 
commission to sustain their finding; 
that the petition presented to them 
was signed by 55 per cent of the 
actual residents arid legal voters for 
the territory proposed to bo taken 
from Cass county and attached to 
Crow Wing county, “as shown by the 
returns of the last preceding general 
election.” 
Also, that it appears from the evi­ 
dence before this court that the act­ 
ual facts did not sustain such find­ 
ing. 
It. was not necessary that one 
who had signed such petition, but 
wished to withdraw his name should 
appear in person before the com­ 
mission. It was suffioient, if, before 
the commission had acted on the pe­ 
tition he communicated to them in 
writing, so authenticated as to hIi o w 
its genuineness, the fact that he was 
not in favor of the proposed change 
and wished his name withdrawn and 
not counted in favor of the change. 
A communication to the effect that 
he did not understand the nature of 
the petition when he signed it, that he 
was opposed to the change and “here 
by asks for an opportunity to strike 
his name from said petition,” is suffi­ 
cient withdrawal. 
A writ of ouster 
is ordered.

its delicacy and cost. It is the business 
of the adjuster to take a new watch and 
carefully go over all its parts, fitting 
them together 
so th at the watch may 
be regulated to keep time accurately to 
the fraction of a minute a month. Reg­ 
ulating is a very different process from 
adjusting and much simpler. 
A watch 
that cannot be regulated so as to keep 
accurate time may need the hand of the 
adjuster, 
and 
if 
it 
is 
valuable 
the 
owner 
will 
be 
advised 
to 
have 
it 
adjusted. 
There 
are 
watch adjusters in New York working 
on their own account and earning very 
comfortable incomes. 
To the adjuster 
every watch that comes 
under 
his 
hands gets to 
have a character of its 
own. 
He knows every wheel and screw 
and spindle that help to constitute the 
watch. 
IIo knows its constitution as 
a physician knows that of an old pa­ 
tient. He can say what the watch needs 
after an accident, and can advise as to 
whether it is worth adjusting. No new 
watch can be depended upon until it 
has passed through the hands of the 
adjuster, for however admirable the in­ 
sea?”
